Ontario Hydro, on December 
7, made the 25 ‘to 60-cycle 
switch for one of its most 
unique Southern Ontario cus- 
tomers—the province's only re- 
crossing the Grand River at 
maining wooden covered bridge 
West Montrose, about 10 miles 
operated by the Ontario De- 
north-east of Kitcheneer.

Minister made on October Ist 
in which he stated that the gov- 
ernment intends to introduce 
legislation at the present ses- 
sion of Parliament that will en- 
large the source of mortgage 
credit. This legislation is now 
being prepared and we hope it 
will be enacted early-in the 
coming year. We believe when 
the legislation is enacted that 
the situation existing in the 
Town of La Salle and other 
communities similarly situated 
will be relieved.

has its housing policy constantly 
under review, and if any change 
is made between now and the 
enactment of the new legislation 
we will certainly see that you 
are advised.

29th chief of the Clan Mackin- 
tosh. He was making a brief 
visit to Windsor after being in 
in the United States where he 
was guest of honor of the St. 
Andrew's Society of Chicago. 

The Mackintoshs gathered 
from many out-lying points in- 
cluding Petrolia Ontario, and 
Pontiac. Michigan. Among the 
distinguished guests were Mayor 
and Mrs, Arthur Reaume and 
Mr. and Mrs. George T. Mac- 
donald, well known Windsor 
historian. 

The Clan Mackintosh had 
much to do with the early hist- 
ory of Windsor, Moy Avenue 
is named after Moy Hall, which 
1s the ancestral home of all the 
Mackintosh chiefs at Inverness, 
Scotland. This big home was a 
favourite visiting place of the 
late King George V. 

One branch of this clan was 
the founder of ‘the first Mack- 
intosh or McIntosh apple. Mrs. 
Stanley, teacher o fColonel Bi- 
shop School is a direct descen- 
dant of the founder, and has in 
her possession a piece of grey 
granite from Moy Castle, In- 
vernes, Scotland. 


Blue Lights On 
Maintenance 
Equipment 


With first heavy snowfall re- 
quiring use of Ontario Depart- 
ment of Highways snow-remov- 
al vehicles equipped with flash- 
ing blue lights, the motoring 
public is reminded to watch 
these signals and, thereby, 
avoid accidents and» perhaps 
serious blocking of main thor- 
oughfares, 

As» recommended by the 
Chief Constables’ Association of 
Canada in 1951, flashing blue 
lights were first authorized to 
indicate that a unit on which 
they are used is wider than or- 
dinary vehicles, such as large 
snowplows, and usually would 
be moving at less than normal 
Speed. 


The idea worked out so well 
that use of flashing blue lights 
was finaly restricted in this 
province to snow removal and 
winter maintenance equipment 
only. This was done by Ontario 
Regulations 140-53, dated July 
8%, 1953, under the Highway 
Traffic Act. 


Now that winter seems to 
have set in, all drivers of mo- 
torized vehicles are urged to 
watch for flashing blue lights, 
snow plows and sanding trucks 
especially during storms when 
are endeavoring to keep main 
highways clear and free from 
treacherous glare ice. 


Large snow plows are a ‘bit 
wider than half of a two-lane 
highway. The dangerous extra 
width is often hidden by snow 
being removed from the road. 
Sometimes, the vehicles have 
to move quite slowly, and es- 
pecially so if the snowfall is 
heavy. 


If following a blue-beam ve- 
hicle in a storm, motorists are 
in rear of the plow, sanding 
advised to keep fully 500 feet 
truck or other meechanism us 
ing flashing blue lights as warn- 
ing signals,

Use Brazil nuts or almonds and 
semi-sweet dipping chocolate. 

For dipping, have room tempe- 
rature between 60 degrees F. and 
70 degrees F., for best results heat 
chocolate over hot water until 
partly melted. Then remove from 
heat and stir rapidly untii entirely 
melted. When chocolate feels cool 
to the touch (or when cooled to a 
temperature of 85 degrees F.), dip 
one end of nut in the chocolate, 
then place on waxed paper until 
chocolate hardens.
